The recent hot moist weather has 
been very conducive to the growth of 
ail weeds, and for the benefit of all 
who have vacant lots or lands the law 
relative to allowing weeds to grow up­ 
on the same adjoining tho roadways, 
is given here in full: 
"The superintendent of any improv­ 
ed or macadamized road, supervisor 
of county and township roads, or street 
commissioner of any city or village, 
shall, between the 1st and 20th days 
bf June, and between the 1st and 20th 
days of August, and if necessary, be­ 
tween the 1st and 20th days of Sep­ 
tember of each year, cut and burn or 
destroy, or cause the same to be done, 
all brush, briar, burrs, Russian and Ca­ 
nada or common thistle, or other nox­ 
ious weeds growing or being within the 
limits of any county or township road, 
improved or macadamized* road, street 
or alley within his jurisdiction; such 
superintendent or supervisor shall be 
allowed not to exceed $1.50 per day. 
for all necessary labor done in the 
performance of said work, to he allow­ 
ed by the trustees and paid by the 
treasurer of the township out of the 
road fund, or general 
fund, 
hut 
a 
street commissioner shall be allowed 
and paid for any sinh service per­ 
formed by him, by the proper munici­ 
pal authorities. 
“The supervisors or superintendent 
of any roads shall allow any land own­ 
er or tenant to cut and destroy any 
such brush, briar, 
burrs, 
thistle 
or 
noxious weeds, growing or being on 
such roads along the lands abutting 
on such roads owned or occupied by 
such land owner or tenant, but before 
the said work is performed shall fix 
a reasonable compensation therefor, 
which shall bo credited on the road 
tax of that year assessed against said 
premises:

fore the 1st day of the month in which 
said work is required to be done as 
specified in this section.’’

official answer. 
To ascertain the in­ 
stant when it Is noon on the seventy- 
fifth meridian and to send that Infor­ 
mation all over the country is a great 
and a costly task. 
The astronomical 
observatory in Washington computes 
the true time, which is thence trans­ 
mitted by electricity to every important 
city and town. 
About five minutes before tho Wash­ 
ington noon the telegraph companies 
cut off all their regular business except 
on lines where they have more than 
one wire. 
They then connect all Im­ 
portant points, from which there may 
be numberless ramifications, with an 
electric wire going into tile great clock 
In the observatory so that all over tile 
country its tickings may be beard. For 
the ten seconds Just before 12 o’clock 
there is silence, which Is broken by the

There is a law on the statute books 
of Ohio providing 
for 
the 
punish­ 
ment of those who permit noxious 
weeds to grow on the roadsides ad­ 
joining their property. 
This applies 
to < ity property as well as roadsides, 
fencerows and waste lands in the coun­ 
try. 
The recent hot moist weatht r has 
been very conducive to the growth of 
all w eed s, and for the benefit of all 
who have vacant lots or lands the law 
relative to allowing weeds to grow up­ 
on the same adjoining the roadways, 
is given here in full: 
• The superintendent of any improv­ 
ed or macadamized road, supervisor 
of county and township roads, or street 
commissioner of any city or village, 
shall, between the 1st and 20th days 
bf June, and between the 1st and 20th 
days of August, and if necessary, be­ 
tween the 1st and 20th days of Sep­ 
tember of each year, cut and burn or 
destroy, or cause the same to be done, 
all brush, briar, burrs, Russian and Ca­ 
nada or common thistle, or other nox­ 
ious weeds growing or being within the 
limits of any county or township road, 
improved or macadamized1 road, street 
or alley within his Jurisdiction: such 
superintendent or supervisor shall be 
allowed not to exceed $1.50 per day. 
for all necessary labor done in the 
performance of said work, to be allow I 
ed by the trustees and paid by the 
treasurer of the township out of the i 
road fund, or general 
fund, 
but 
a 
street commissioner shall be allowed 
and paid for any such service per­ 
formed by him, by the proper munich i 
pal authorities. 
"Tin? supervisors or superintendent 
of any roads shall allow1 any land own­ 
er or tenant to cut and destroy any 
such brush, briar, 
burrs, 
thistle or 
noxious weeds, growing or being on 
such roads along the lands abutting 
on such roads owned or occupied by 
such land owner or tenant, but before 
the said work is performed shall fix 
a reasonable compensation therefor, 
which shall be credited on the road 
fax of that year assessed against said 
premises: 
provided, 
however, 
that 
such land ow ner or tenant shall do said I 
work or cause the same to be done be­ 
fore tile 1st day of the month In which j 
said work ig required to be done as 
specified in this section."

S T A N D A R D T I M E . 


T o A s c e r ta in a n d P r o m u lg a t e It la a 
l onely T ank. 
“What time is it?” 
Few questions 
are more common than this, and yet 
each day the- United States government 
goes to a great expense in giving it an 
Official answer. 
To ascertain the in­ 
stant when it is noon on the seventy- 
fifth meridian and to send that infor­ 
mation all over the country is a great 
aud a costly task. 
Tho astronomical 
observatory in Washington computes 
the true time, which is thence trans­ 
mitted by electricity to every important 
city and town. 
About five minutes before tho Wash­ 
ington noon the telegraph companies 
cut off all their regular business except 
on lines where they have more than 
one wire. 
They then connect all im­ 
portant points, from which there may 
be numberless ramifications, with nn 
electric wire going into the great clock 
In the observatory so that all over the 
country its tickings may be heard. For 
the ten seconds Just before 12 o’clock 
there is silence, which is broken by the 
“noon beat.” 
Regular business Is then 
resumed. 
In some cities the wires connect with 
a time ball which drops with tin* noon 
bent. 
The time ball In Washington 
over tilt* state, war and navy depart­ 
ment building is three feet In diameter 
and can be seen from all parts of the 
city. 
Crowds frequently gather about 
to sec it fall, a distance of 21 feet, high 
In the air. The man whom some of the 
spectators suppose to be dropping the 
ball is merely there to hoist it again to 
its place. 
In the building beneath are 23 clocks 
which are each day automatically cor­ 
rected by It. An electrical device “sets” 
them, placing hour, minute mid second 
hands exactly vertical at tile Instant 
the ball drops. The hands that are too 
fast are pushed back, and those that 
are slow are thrust forward. 
Although Washington Is on the sev­ 
enty-seventh meridian, the noon hour 
is for convenience computed for the 
seventy-fifth, the time standard for the 
eastern part of the United States. 
In 
the central belt, which Is governed by 
the ninetieth meridian, the signal from 
Washington means ll o’cloek, In the 
Rocky mountain belt It is IO o'clock, 
aud on the Pacific coast Hue it is Ii.-— 
Youth’s Companion.

When his train reached Vivian. 
W. 
Va., 
about it o ’clock Saturday 
morning, w ater already 
covered 
a 
laige portion of the yard, and 
the 
trainm en knew th a t no furthei pi og­ 
ress could be made. 
The ti ain was 
placed at the highest point on the 
yard. 
Rain was coming down in tor­ 
rents. and while In trie 
train Mr. 
S tew art saw about 30 cars washed 
from the yard and carried away by 
the rushing to rre n ts, large trees up­ 
rooted nearby, while houses, bridges 
and furniture went whirling by in the 
water. 
As (he- flood increased th e wa­ 
ter cut a charm* I on the other side o' 
the train, 
h av in g it between 
two 
stream s. 
Then it was decided to take* 
out those* passengers who wished to 
leave the »ruin, and a rope was a t ­ 
tached to the platform of one of til * 
cars and to a tree 
on 
tin* bank. 
Among the 
passengers was a lady, 
who, with the assistan ce of several 
men, was gotten safely to the bank. 
A num ber i i men had narrow escapes 
from drowning In making the trip. 
T here was a let up in the rain and 
the Hood subsided about noon and at 
I o'clock Mr. S tew art and another 
passenger left the train and started 
to the next station, Keystone, about 
five miles distant. 
Much of the track 
aud several bridges had been washed 
away, and the trip was made with 
great diffic ulty, a portion of the way 
on the track and the balance on the 
bluffs along the route. 
Mr. Stew art 
says be saw a num ber 
of 
corpses 
along the route, but does not think 
m ore than 40 people were drowned. 
W hen he reached Keystone, about 3 
o'clock, he found th at a num ber of 
buildings had been washed away, and 
it was estim ated th at along the whole 
route of the storm between 200 aud 
300 houses had been carried away. 
but the occupants of many of them 
bad escaped to the hills. 
He saw one 
very large building go down with the 
flood. 
Most of the buildings, however, 
were small affairs. 
The coal com 
panics lost heavily on bridges. 
At Ennis the depot 
was washed 
away, and Sunday, when Mr. Stew art 
heft, the safe had not been found. 
He 
walked from Keystone to Ennis Suu 
day and was taken from 
there to 
Blueth Id, arriving in Roanoke Mon 
day. 
Mr. St* w art’s state m en t eau be lo ­ 
lled on as being a truthful story of 
the flood and the most com plete sta te ­ 
ment so far given out. 


W ater C am e Up In a W a v e. 


An official telegram from Enuis said 
the* water cam e in a wave and so sud­ 
den that people could not get out of 
the way of It. 
T he w ater rose to a 
bl ight cif about six feet in 30 minutes. 
The devastated section covers an 
area of about 20 miles west of Blue 
beld. 
It is a very narrow valley, not 
mm ti wider than a broad street in 
some places. 
Coal mines are scattered all along 
the road. 
Keystone, the town report­ 
ed to have been so greatly dam aged, 
aud at first believed to have been 
wiped out of existence, is a village of 
between 2.000 and 3,000 people, and 
is built along the narrow valley and 
on the sides of the bluffs. 
T here is a 
m eek which runs through the town, 
over which m ost of the houses are 
built on piles and rock work. 
This 
creek runs in a zizzag way through 
the* narrow village, and has a gradual 
fall, 
The m ountains on either sid e 
loom up for hundreds of feet, and the 
town is so narrow in places th at od‘* 
is obliged to go into the middle of it 
to see the sky. 
Persons fam iliar w ith 
the situation of the town say th a t 't 
would be a death trap if th e . flood 
was as he avy aa reported, 
Yet, they 
feason. that, occurring in the 
day 
time, there was no reason why many 
people should have been caught in th*** 
onrush of the maddened waters. 
All 
reports agree th at between 200 an*! 
300 bouses were sw ept away in Hip 
E lkhorn valley, but of course not fell 
the occupants were drowned. 
J, VV’. Crotty, a fireman on the Nor­ 
folk and W estern road, who resides in 
this city, received a message Monday 
from Bluefie ld th at his father, mollie** 
one sister, two brothers aud sister 
in law, with her two children, were 
lost in the floods S aturday at K ey­ 
stone.

A neighbor 
of the Crotty a, who escaped the flood. 
Informed Mr Crotty at Bluefield ^ a t­ 
is rday that he saw the Crotty bouse 
tnova off in the waters.

their neighbors, there Is certain to be 
civil w ar or a rum or of it. 
Ju st now the storm cc afer in the* Bal­ 
kans is 
Macedonia, although in ich 
trouble is also brewing in Servia. Mac­ 
edonia, the* birthplace of l ’hilip and 
Alexander, is now almost wholly in­ 
cluded in tin* northeastern part of E u­ 
ropean T urkey known as Uoumelia. 
The 
M acedonians were 
“first 
class 
fighting men” in the past, and their de­ 
scendants seem to have Inherited the 
valor of their forefathers if not their 
independence. 
At any rate, for m any 
years past there have been disturb­ 
ances in the country and rum ors of ris­ 
ing against Turkish rule*. 
The trouble 
seems about to c ome1 to a head, and an 
cr — cvtbrcaj: yf 
Is feared. 
if Macedonia ahu Turtt-y at*,ne were 
conce rned in the probable approac hing 
w ar or rebellion, the rest of Europe 
would very well be content to let theta 
light it out. 
Indeed, if T urkey and 
Macedonia were to light until they met 
tho fate of tin* Kilkenny cats it is quite 
probable that most of Europe would be 
highly pleased. But it is u nfortunate­ 
ly line* th a t they would not be allowed 
to light in peace. The trouble would 
inevitably Involve Bulgaria, ltouniauia. 
Ber vin. Greece aud in all likelihood 
A ustria-Ilungary and Russia, so that 
tilt* whole of southeast Europe* would 
become a battlefield. Russia has never 
given up the hope tem porarily checked 
at Berlin In I STH of holding Constanti­ 
nople as a Russian city. 
The Great 
W hite Bear looks to B ulgaria to act as 
its monkey In pulling ihc* chestnut out 
of the tire of Balkan trouble. 
Bulgaria, which borders on Turkey, 
is hand in glove with Russia, and th e 
two are fom enting disorder in Macedo-

cherished project of occupying Con­ 
stantinople and sending the Turk back 
to Asia. w here he rightfully belongs. 
N otw ithstanding tills, in P rin ce Ferdi­ 
nand of Bulgaria the czar has a de­ 
pendable ally, for. although Ferd ina nd 
probably loves Russia less than he does 
the* independence of Bulgaria, be real­ 
ize** very well th a t without Russian ald 
he cannot hope to light successfully 
with th e Moslem. 
F erdinand’* highest am bition Is to 
gain for himself aud his heir, his little 
son Borts, the title of king. It has been 
reported that 
Ferdinand bus had a 
crown much* iu anticipation of this 
event. 
Shrew d observer* of interna­ 
tional politics are not w anting who say 
that B ulgaria’** elevation to tin* rank 
of a kingdom aud F erdinand's hopes ut 
kingship are only dreams.
